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PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT

A Notice of Abandonment under 37 C.F.R. 1.53(f) or (g) was mailed April 
12, 2006. A copy is enclosed. In this notice, the abandonment was purportedly 
for failure to timely or properly reply to a Notice of Filed Missing Parts mailed on 
May 14, 2004. Not only was a response filed, as evidence by the enclosed copy 
of a properly itemized date-stamped postcard receipt, but the reply was 
specifically acknowledged in a Second Notice of Incomplete Reply, mailed 
January 6, 2005, to which a reply was also made as evidence by a properly 
itemized date-stamped postcard receipt, copy of which is enclosed. 

The basis for the supposed incomplete reply has been in each case that 
the signature of Robert D. Walker was missing from the Declaration. 
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The response in each case has pointed out that the name of Robert D. 
Walker was removed from the parent application by a preliminary amendment 
mailed July 3, 2003. In the second reply, it is pointed out that Robert Walker is 
not listed as inventor on this divisional application, a copy of the first page of 
which is enclosed. 

The parent application, with Robert Walker deleted, has issued as Patent 
No. 6,769,248. Seven divisionals were filed in none of which Robert Walker is 
listed as an inventor, and in all of which a copy of the original Declaration was 
submitted. One of the divisionals was abandoned intentionally. Of the others, 
one has issued as Patent No. 6,993,902, another as Patent No. 7,017,341. Still 
another has been allowed. Every one of them has had the name of Robert D. 
Walker on the Declaration, but no signature of Robert D. Walker because he was 
never an inventor of the claimed invention, and is not listed as an inventor on 
the divisionals. The appearance of the typed name Robert D. Walker on the 
Declaration has no significance, and can be excised, and in the parent and at 
least five of the seven divisionals, this has been no impediment to the 
acceptance of the application for examination. An action on the merits in the 
sixth one was mailed on April 20, 2006. 

Because replies have been made to both Notices to File Missing Parts, and 
because there really are no missing parts, but only an appearance on the 
Declaration of a name of a non-inventor who is not listed as an inventor in the 
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specification, it is respectfully requested that the holding of abandonment be 
withdrawn and the case sent to the Examiner for examination.
